On Tuesday, April 27, at approximately 8 
p.m., the Belleville Police Department and 
the Van Buren Twp. Police Department 
were dispatched to the area of the Belleville 
Road Bridge and Denton Road for multiple 
911 calls regarding shots being fired from a 
black-colored sedan at other vehicles. 

Upon arrival officers were able to 
determine that the black sedan was 
traveling southbound on Belleville Road. 
As the vehicle approached the intersection 
of Denton Road in the left tum lane, an 
occupant of the vehicle shot several shots 
at Vehicles stopped for the traffic light in 
the southbound lanes of Belleville Road at 
Denton. 

At this time, three separate vehicles were 
struck by gun fire. One 16. 
suffered a nom-life-threatening gunshot 
wound and was transported to an area 
hospital for treatment. 

An alert citizen witness was able to 
pture the license plate of the suspect 
vehicle. A short time later, the unoccupied 
suspect vehicle was located by the 
Washtenaw County Sheriff's Department 
and was impounded. 

A motive for this incident has yet to be 
identified. 

Chief Robinson would like to thank the 
Van Buren Police Department for their 
exceptional assistance in this incident as 
well as the Washtenaw County Sheriff's 
Department for their quick response 
in locating the suspect vehicle. Chief 
Robinson stated, "This incident is an 
example of the support.

city business, 

Councilman Ken Voigt, a retired Belleville 
police officer, said he read the contract and 
liked it and was happy to make the motion 
to approve it. Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
seconded the motion, which was approved 
in a roll-call vote. 

The at-will contract for City Manager/ 


Police Chief is retroactive to Feb. 15 and 
pays $90,000 a year. He is eligible to be a 
participant in the Employer's 457 Plan and 
the city will make contributions to the plan 
in the amount of $5,000 annually. He does 
not require health insurance benefits and 
shall not receive medical, dental, vision 
care or retiree healthcare benefits. He will 
be provided with 200 hours of paid time of 
annually effective July 1 

When Robinson was asked what they 
should call him, he said, “Chief is just 
fine.” At the end of the meeting, however. 
Mayor Conley referred to him as “Chiet 
Manager.” 

At the end of the meeting, under City 
Manager Comments, Robinson said.

Sumpter Township Board fires Fire Chief Januszyk without cause

At the end of the April 27 zoom board 
meeting, after listing reasons why they 
wanted to fire Fire Chief Joe Januszyk, 
the Sumpter Township Board voted 5-2 to 
remove him without cause 

Although it was listed as a closed-door 
session on Januszyk, Januszyk called for 
the meeting to be open to the public. 

Supervisor Tim Bowman had put the 
item on the agenda and made a motion to 
vote to terminate Chief Januszyk. Trustee 
Peggy Morgan said she had a question on 
the motion, which had no second. 

Attorney Rob Young said they have to 
have a second on the motion and then a 
discussion before a vote 

Young asked Supervisor Bowman if he 
meant to call for a motion to be made and 
Trustee Don LaPorte made the motion, 
seconded by Trustee Tim Rush to terminate. 
Januszyk, effective immediately, and put 
Rick Brown in as interim chief with the 
the previous chief. 
ther Hurst started to call the 
roll for a vote, but Young said you have to 
discuss the motion. The question should be 
is there any discussion on the motion. 

‘Trustee Matt Oddy asked LaPorte if 
Januszyk was being terminated for cause or 
without cause. 

Trustee LaPorte paused, sighed, and 
replied it would be without cause, “with 
respect to the outgoing fire chief.” LaPorte 
id without cause would mean he can 
get his contract honored to the fullest and 
received 30 days severance pay. 

Young said there is seven days' notice. 
plus the 30 days severance pay. 

LaPorte, who made the motion to fire the.

The board had voted 5-2 at its April 
13 meeting to fire Fire Fighter Colleen 
"Armatis, with Morgan voting "hell, no 
and Clark voting “no.” 

Januszyk’s firing stemmed from what 
he said at the hearing for Armatis, said 
Supervisor Bowman in starting the 
discussion on the fire chief. 

Bowman said the board requested Public 
Safety Director Eric Luke to discuss 
problems at the fire house with Joe Januszyk 
and he requested Joe should be terminated. 

"Everybody is upset about me saying 
something about the whistle blower, 
Januszyk said, noting he had no problem 
with a whistle blower. He said the problem 
he had was that he was told the investigation. 
was for 14 months and he assumed the 
whistleblower — somebody employed by 
Sumpter Township -- knew something for 
14 months and didn't tell him.

Morgan asked Januszyk how long he 
had been with the department and he said 
almost 43 years. 

“You dedicated your time and everything 
to the fire department,” Morgan said 
“Nobody went to the fire station to ask 
anyone in the fire department about 
the incident. Ninety-five percent of the

“They saved that guy,” said Van Buren

Chief Mclnally said he was coming over 
the Belleville Bridge into Belleville when 
he heard the call over his radio and he shot 
down the alley to see if he could help unti 
paramedics could arrive. 

He said Belleville Police, Fire and 
Huron Valley Ambulance arrived and 
HVA shocked him. The man was taken 
10 the hospital where he reportedly got a 
pacemaker installed and was able to go 
home. 

McInally said Floro was working at 
Egan's and Snider, who is a physical 
trainer for Belleville High School, was a 
customer. 

“That he was able to get a pacemaker 
and go home is wonderful,” Mclnally said. 
"They saved his life and I think people 
should know about it.

Director Power said the water depth will 
be 10 to 12’, the pond will be 14° to 15" 
from the top of the slope to the water

Supervisor Kevin McNamara asked

The township wants to work toward 
articulating a vision for the future of the 
Sumpter Road Corridor, in coordination.

The township completed a 
full update to its Master Plan in 2020 and it 
recognized more work needed to be done in 
several key areas.

uses.” North of Spencer Avenue, the township 
planned for Mixed Use.
